The  EPA  is  concerned  with  impacts  from  mining  activities  to  water  quality  in  the  Upper  Animas  River 
Watershed  because  the  water  resources  are  used  by  humans  and  ecological  receptors.  The  EPA's 
relationship  with  the  community  is  a critical  concern.  The  community  has  not  been  convinced  of  the  need 
for  placing  this  site  on  the  National  Priority  List  (NPL).  The  EPA  is  working  with  the  community  on  a plan 
to  address  the  contamination.  Because  of  the  sensitivity  of  the  EPA's  relationship  with  the  local 
community,  contractors  shall  avoid  local  contacts.
